City Gets Gas 
Refunds Due 
lost Patrons' 


Central Electric 
and Gas Co. 
has given the city a “ cost of gas” 
refund of $7,111.22. 
The money represents refunds 
due Central custom ers who could 
not b e found. The custom er re­ 
funds were due as a result of a 
court order which lowered whole­ 
sale gas rates to Central, placed 
into effect b y the Federal Power 
Commission under b ond. 
In the case in which the re ­ 
fund is involved, the Eighth Dis­ 
trict U. S. Court of Appeals, ruled 
that if custom ers with refunds due 
would not b e found, the refunds 
b e made to the city n which those 
custom ers lived during the period 
covered b y the refund.
